Prop going hurt more than the 
feelings Wilson, Drooker, and other 
public servants. It’s going damage 
more than their morale. It’s quite simply 
going reduce quantity and quality 
the kind work they and their co-work- 
ers have tried perform. This is, 
course, contrary what many sup- 
porters say they intended, but when the 
numbers on-duty firefighters are cut 
back and when library staff are not re- 
hired July, public service will di- 
minished. 

The newspapers and airwaves are full 
stories what that tax-cutting man- 
date will do, might do, doing va- 
riety public services. But what does 
those who chose, paid unpaid, 
help provide those services? Prop 2%, 
combined with Governor King’s distaste 
for government and President 
proposed budget cuts, has created pub- 
lic sector full Rodney Dangerfields, 
wondering aloud why they don’t get 
respect. 

Perhaps one reason that most Ameri- 
cans have never totally convinced them- 
selves that full-time government nec- 
rants the paying sufficient salaries and 
the funding sufficient facilities. Some 
believe that government quaint New 
England pasttime that can performed 
adequately citizens meeting occasion- 
ally their spare time.

sordid tale the Washington 

Post's forfeiting Pulitzer Prize, 

because the winning story was fic- 

tion, reminds Bernie. was ag- 

gressive, smart-mouthed New York City 

type, Bernie was. went after the tough 

stories and respected absolutely 
authority figure. 

Bernie and were about the same age, 
but had just shown Middletown, 
NY, for first honest-to-God full-time 
newspaper job. Bernie had been there, 
remember correctly, for almost two years. 
was veteran, and was agreen kid 
well-trained, but very unsure myself. 
was cocky and was scared. had just 
spent some time the service, where 
fired awesome weapons, but was scared. 

just starting out, but there was 
special reason this business. The rea- 
son was message that had been drilled 
into both school and part-time 
jobs. The message was fairly simple, and 
all reporters were supposed learn 
quickly: fast, but most all, ac- 
curate. 

was scared being wrong. was sick 
for days learned that had misquoted 
somebody blown name inter- 
view, mistyped the time funeral 
service obituary. vaguely recall of- 
fering twice quit when such inaccura- 
cies were unearthed. editor was pa- 
tient man who insisted accuracy but 
who did not think necessary accept 
the resignation 22-year-old reporter 
who ate, drank, and slept the newspaper 
business. 

Now, this newspaper business has 
been glamorized too much, but does 
have something going for it. Its work- 
places are not like those the insurance 
and banking industries. would never 
have made IBM ITT, even 
the A&P: I’m not much for following too 
many orders. But even have few 
rules. least thought did. 

One those few rules was that you 
quote people accurately possible 
that you not put words into their 
mouths, and you certainly never make 
course, that you never make 
you are columnist and are doing some 
satire, fine, but you not make fic- 
tion and present fact. 

Back Bernie. was fine writer. 
could take what most would call 
dull story and turn into something 
readable. Given the attention span 
many readers, editors are always looking 
for reporters who also know how 
write. there was this guy age, 
seemingly full confidence, aggressive, 
possessed all the virtues cru- 
sading reporter, and writer besides. 
was more than impressed. felt dimin- 


ished his presence. 

Until explained his 
quote” theory. Bernie told that 
would get the feel situation, get the 
sense what number persons were 
saying, and then make appropriate 
quote and ascribe someone. 
rationalized that while the quotation it- 
self might never have been uttered, ac- 
curately summed the story. 

embarked long arguments, 
which started around midnight, when 
got off work and repaired bar 
across the street. Most were out- 
raged the idea. Bernie held fast, per- 
haps not realizing that had much 
talent that really did not need his 
continued respect him for his talent, 
but could never again read news story 
him without wondering what was real 
and what fictitious. 

Not long ago, read the complaint 
woman who insisted that she had been 
quoted daily newspaper but had 
never been interviewed the writer. 
the newspaper business are tired 
hearing malcontents complaining 
being misquoted that may close our 
ears those with real gripe. this 
woman was right, all look bad. don’t 
know who the writer question was, but 
she has hurt the credibility the 
rest us. And because the public often 
feels that newspeople are longer 
touch with it, credibility commodity 
limited supply, one that cannot af- 
ford squander away. 

Maybe this due, part, our 
foolish insistence that are the 
business telling the public all the news 
given day and the truth about the 
news boot. would prefer that 
David Broder, the Washington Post polit- 
ical columnist, suggested two years ago: 
would like see say over and 
over, until the point has been made that 
the newspaper that drops your door- 
step partial, hasty, incomplete, 
curate rendering some the things 
have heard about the past hours 
distorted, despite our best efforts elim- 
inate gross bias, the very process 
compression that makes possible for 
you lift from the doorstep and read 
about 

cannot pretend know the truth. 
are prevented deadlines, the 

the limited knowledge even the 
most trusted sources from telling you 
the truth. can only tell you bits and 
pieces it, and know enough bits 
and pieces, can try analyze it, 
describe what means. 

What can keep looking for the 
the very least, can avoid out- 


right fiction. Janet Cooke 
works for the same paper that employs 
David Broder, because she made 
story. Again, there are not many rules 
this business. You can sneak little 
schnapps the city room, dress pretty 
much the way you want, and get hair- 
cut when you damn well please, but you 
not make stories and put them 
the newspaper. you do, and you are 
found out, you should fired. that 
simple. 


Once upon time, making quotes 
and whole stories was fairly common 
the newspaper business. helped create 
the cliched but justifiable charge sen- 
sationalism leveled consumers against 
newspapermen. Old-timers enjoy telling 
stories guys who made wacky anec- 
dotes whose appearance the front page 
their papers would trigger angry out- 
bursts opposition editors. They, 
turn, would call their reporters and 
demand why they failed find the little 
girl who played hopscotch front the 
candy store was being held up, the 
pigeon that had performed some won- 
drous feat. 


Newspapers eventually began 
shedding those practices. They got re- 
sponsibility the way heathen get reli- 
gion. other words, they also got 
boring. They got boring about the time 
Americans discovered television news, 
which actually much more inaccurate 
than newspaper news, but usually more 
exciting the eye and ear. 

The antidote boring writing was dis- 
covered when the Journalism” ar- 
Defining the New Journalism 
akin interpreting the Bible analyz- 
ing beauty, for what depends the 
bias who’s describing it. Suffice 
say that is, like most religions, capable 
great good and equally enormous evil. 

The good was that journalists led 
Jimmy Breslin, Gay Talese, Tom Wolfe 
and the like New York City redis- 
covered the narrative writing style. 
They and others concluded, think ac- 
curately, that the traditional news stories 
were not only boring readers, but con- 
fusing them. They believed that readers 
were well, story, not just collection 
quotes and facts. lot very 
journalists happened agree. 

But any crusade reform, the 
New Journalism sported ugly side, 
too. Many who subscribed its style ap- 
parently felt free neglect the basic rules 
that still held accurate, don’t make 
quotes, don’t make stories. the 
late 1960s and onward, the once un- 
thinkable quote” was 
longer the radical technique lone 
Bernie. 


lot newspapers, journalists 
began fighting over what was truth and 
what was fiction. one extreme were the 
so-called new journalists, who would 
make dialogue pretend describe 
thoughts acid indigestion. 
the other were the hardliners 
who refused acknowledge that 
much what they ran their daily 
newspapers was not only boring, but 
often unreadable and irrelevant. 


The middle was crowded with report- 
ers who wanted take the best both 
sides, but too were under fire. the 
Baltimore Evening Sun, spent lot 
time writing stories about pols, 
thugs, strippers, judges, neighborhood 
leaders, and other characters. You could 
bang out one two day down there and 
never tire. 


colleagues and some readers 
seemed like the stuff, kept doing it. 
liked it, too. was talking with real 
people, not public-relations flacks 
those pols and corporate types who pos- 
ture you death. One day, sports 
columnist complimented the 
stories and asked the quotes. 
exploded. was outraged. said was 
overreacting, that meant harm. 
asked him why didn’t understand that 
people are often poetic, that you just 
write down what they say and how they 
say it, you don’t ever have make 
quotations. 

The battle got bitter. was covering 
some hearings Washington one day 
when Jimmy Breslin walked in, and re- 
porter sitting next mumbled 
thing like, the fiction 
Was just jealous, was convinced 
that Breslin’s “Marvin the Torch” and 
other Runyonesque characters 
totally real? 

Breslin columnist, not writer 
hard news (though can that, too). 
And columnists have the luxury writ- 
ing their opinions. But even that does not 
permit fiction, unless it’s obvious satire. 
Yet rumors abound our business 
columnists who make quotes whole 
stories. any do, they are conning the 
readers and hurting the rest us. any 
do, they should fired. 

happened the Washington 
Post only one extreme example 
perverted form journalism that has 
been festering for more than decade. 
admittedly harder stick and 
make them readable than write fic- 
tion (or fiction this level, any rate), 
but that what get paid do. The 
public doesn’t expect very much from us, 
the public too apathetic for its 
own good. But does not expect fiction.

the fight keep abortion legal 
this country has become 
sophisticated that it’s sometimes 


hard tell there’s issue behind all the 
activity. The arguments for and against 


are longer particularly 


relevant; what counts each 
ability mobilize its forces for show 
strength the polls. There, they can 
make statement more eloquent than the 
most emotional speech, and more 
effective, too. Increasingly, pro-choice 
and anti-abortion activists are leaving the 
rhetoric behind and getting down the 
business getting out the vote. 

The anti-abortion forces grew some 
muscle 1980, but not without first 
joining well-heeled coalition right- 
wing special interests that had less 
with abortion than with welfare, gun 
control, the Panama Canal. Pro-choice 
activists insist that abortion has place 
politics, yet they become more deeply 
involved daily effort get the poli- 
tics out. Through all, it’s hardly worth 
noting the inconsistencies 
surrounding the issue itself, although 
they are plentiful.

victories over several pro-choice sen- 
ators the Reagan sweep last Novem- 
ber, and they are poised push even far- 
ther, faster. (Today George McGovern, 
tomorrow Ted Kennedy!) Pro-choice ac- 
tivists are urgently girding for almost in- 
evitable battle against so-called Human 
Life Amendment the Constitution, 
which would effectively outlaw abortion 
under all circumstances including rape 
and incest and for all classes women 
rich poor. 

The amendment must first get fa- 
vorable report from Judiciary Commit- 
tees, each house Congress. the 
Senate, former chairman Edward Ken- 
nedy has been replaced Republican 
Strom Thurmond South Carolina, who

needs two-thirds vote those pres- 
ent both branches Congress. After 
that, goes the state legislatures for 
final ratification. least them ap- 
prove it, becomes law, reversible only 
through another constitutional amend- 


next year. Today, only the 
senators are openly pro-choice; the 
House, the margin overwhelmingly 
anti-abortion. Significantly, also have 
governor who last year stuck emble- 
matic red rose his lapel and signed the 
most restrictive abortion law the 
country, which prohibits state funding 
for abortions except when the 
life danger. The National Organiza- 
tion for Women announced earlier this 
month that has made the Human Life 
Amendment one its priorities for 1981, 
and Nancy Levin, director the Massa- 
chusetts Organization Repeal Abor- 
tion Laws (MORAL), said, “Right now 
don’t have the votes fight off the 
amendment. hope that the time 
comes Massachusetts will able 
switch some votes, else that pro-choice 
individuals will able switch some 


this context, the victory for pro- 
choice forces the state Democratic Par- 
ty’s recent issues convention Spring- 
field more than symbolic.

ARBORSIDE, MAINE 
cold, wild wind tears 
the trees overlooking 


Penobscot Bay. Below, sunlight 
scattered the tumult 
whitecaps and waves that batter 
the rocky shore. The land 
rugged, rising sharply from the 
sea; the timber thick with 
cedar, balsam, and spruce. It’s not 
the kind terrain many people 
would want farm. 

But 9:30 the morning, 
Scott Nearing already working 
his garden. slow and 
methodical, using long-handled 
shovel mix decaying seaweed 
and rotting hay into the clayey 
soil. pair thin green mittens 
and blue wool cap help beat the 
cold. 

works the earth steadily, 
digging straight line, tossing 
aside troublesome stones with the 
tip the shovel blade. His eyes 
remain downcast, concentrated 
the job putting life into the 
land. Only when stops 
survey his progress and you look 
into his shocking, wizened face 
can you believe that Nearing 
years old. the first time 
this piece land has been 
Nearing says, taking time 
enunciate each word carefully 
and qualify what almost 
certainly fact. “The trees here 
were two-and-a-half, three feet 
wide when took them out 
most them hand.” 

Although Nearing uses the 
simple techniques husbandry 
practiced the days when was 
born, isolated Yankee 
farmer bypassed the 
technological advances the last 
100 years. 
appearance may tell different 
tale, but the truth that Nearing 
once was intimate terms with 
such cities Philadelphia and 
New York, where observed, 
studied, and participated many 
the great dramas the 20th 
century. 1917, frequently 
took the stage public debates 
against the famous attorney 
Clarence Darrow. Pre-television 
audiences thousands regularly 
packed auditoriums from New 
York Chicago watch the two 
men spar over such questions 
“Will Democracy Cure the 
the World?” and even Life 
Worth Nearing ran for 
Congress from New York City’s 
Lower East Side against Fiorello 
Guardia and later was 
candidate for the governorship 
New Jersey. was Berlin 
when the Nazis gained their first 
electoral victory, Peking just 
after the Kuomintang split (which 
plunged China into years 
civil war), and Barcelona when 
group generals decided 
draw the curtain the Spanish 
Republic. 

Today, Nearing best known 
for being one half the couple 
Helen and Scott Nearing. 
Together, they have written such 
popular books Living the Good 
Life and The Maple Sugar Book 
and have helped revive 
hundreds Americans during 
the last years. The garden they 
are working now feet 
wide and feet long and 
enclosed handmade stone 
wall five feet high and four feet 
deep. Its harvest, plus produce 
from small greenhouse, will 
provide percent their food. 
This the third, and smallest, 
garden they have built since they 
established their first homestead 
Vermont valley the dawn 
the Great Depression.

argue his pamphlet with the 
prosecuting attorney, often 
reading from the text. had 
buy newspaper space devoted 
that trial, would have cost 
Nearing later wrote. 
the end that colorful trial, 
was acquitted, though the 
publisher the pamphlet was 
found guilty. 

During the next few years 
Nearing visited the Soviet Union 
regularly, and later traveled 
China, see firsthand how 
people engaged building new 
society were faring. the same 
time, was schooling himself 
the history civilization; 
traveled Europe frequently, 
pattern. Because its criticism 
the Soviet Union, Nearing quit 
the American Socialist Party; five 
years later, joined the 
Communists, though hoping 
remain aloof from the factional 
disputes that troubled the 
organization. 

But Nearing soon discovered 
that being outspoken 
freethinker was perilous 
proposition matter where 
worked. 1930 wrote The 
Twilight the Empire, study 
cycles imperialism through the 
ages, topic had studied for 
more than decade. Sent 
Moscow for evaluation, the 
manuscript was not approved for 
publication Lenin’s essay 
Imperialism, the recognized text 
the subject among party 
officials, does not cover 
imperialism before 1870. Ergo, 
imperialism before that date did 
not exist. Nearing 
himself, torn between party 
discipline and his ‘‘obligation 
Finally decided that, 
45, was too old begin 
swallowing his principles. had 
the book published himself, thus 
ensuring dismissal from the 
party.

first three-room apartment 
the Lower East Side, but with 
professional job possibilities 
nonexistent and the country 
the brink disaster, 
they concluded would easier 
poor the country than 
the city.

ritish historian E.P. Thompson 
every inch the academic: his shag- 

white mane, twinkling eyes, 
craggy face, tweedy jacket, Hush 
Puppies, and avuncular presence are the 
stuff cliches. fact, one the 
pre-eminent historians our time. 
best known for his 1963 work, The 
Making the English Working Class, 
social history massive scope, metic- 
ulous detail, and rigorous analysis 
that has served touchstone for all 
subsequent American and English studies 
working-class life. 

But avuncular presence 
transformed into prophetic rage when the 
subject nuclear weaponry. The Nation 
gave over its entire issue January 
passionate essay Thompson entitled 
and devoted the 
analysis what Thompson regards 
the twisted logic the militarist estab- 
lishments both the and the USSR. 
that essay, wrote: R&D for 
the weapons which will kill our children 
and grandchildren the 21st century 
-now hand and being paid from our 
current taxes. The leaders your 
country and mine have political 
remedy any kind. None .... They 
show process without end, except the 
terminus nuclear war.” 


place this terrifying climax 
human civilization, Thompson proposed 
alternative: offer, cautiously, 
possible politics protest and survival: 
the different END European Nuclear 
Disarmament.” Thompson serves the 
coordinating committee END, which 
active almost every Western European 
country and committed Eastern 


European participation. END’s immedi- 
ate goal the removal the super- 
powers’ nuclear weapons from the Euro- 
pean theater; ultimately, the organiza- 
tion hopes promote the narrowing 
fissures between East and West. This is, 
course, extraordinarily ambitious 
aim for fledgling organization, but END 
itself represents response extraor- 
dinary event what Thompson calls 
resolution 
December, 1979. that time, the NATO 
countries Europe agreed the intro- 
duction advanced, US-controlled Per- 
shing and cruise missiles into their ter- 
ritory return for commitment 
pursue serious arms-control negotiations 
with the Soviets. The new missiles in- 
spired many Europeans twofold fear: 
first, that these weapons would remain 
outside any effective European con- 
trol (those are American fingers the 
triggers); and second, that their presence 
would represent the Soviets provo- 
cation exactly equivalent that posed 
the the installation Russian mis- 
siles Cuba 1962. short, many 
Europeans feel that the NATO decision 
significantly increased the likelihood 
nuclear war and END has become their 
voice. 

seemed only logical, then, visit 
with Thompson last week Brown 
University, where had addressed 
conference nuclear weaponry the 
second four (in California, Rhode 
Island, Holland, and Finland) would 
attend that week.

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the movement for democracy 
the East and the movement for 
peace the West recognize 
each other and make common 
cause. fact, have evidences 
you know, I’m actually follow- 
ing communications now, and 
you never know whether it’s the 
KGB CIA British MI6 that’s 
done but for example, when 
tried make contact with 
dissident opinion Eastern 
Europe, someone has been 
putting round stories maligning 
us, imputing that are secret 
Communist agents World 
Peace Council and on. 

However, there are doves 
high levels both (state) ap- 
paratuses. not against the ra- 
tional self-interest either great 
power I’m not talking now 
about social transformation 
democracy, I’m talking just about 
power interests it’s not against 
the rational interests either 
great power that this kind 
space should come. There are 
strong elements within the 
bureaucracy and within the econ- 
omy the ruling group both 
powers that would derive 
advantage from reduction 
armaments expenditures and 
tension.

How would you assess

tence the first century BC; among its members may 
have been the community Qumran, the custodians 
the Dead Sea Scrolls. 

Even today, while monks are still largely for- 
getting and the world forgot,” the institution sur- 
vives relatively good form. the two largest monas- 
tic organizations the West, the Benedictines have 
monasteries the (and 125 worldwide), which vary 
size from 300 monks, while the Trappists have 
flourishing monasteries the (including large 
Spencer, Massachusetts) and abbeys world- 
wide. 

Monks and monasteries have been existence for 
more than centuries; would difficult find 
many Western institutions old constant. But still, 
the reaction the outside world predictable. remem- 
ber when athletic teams from nearby high schools caught 
sight the black-robed monks they wheeled onto 
school property their team buses.

ordinary cares, but feel called upon function ac- 
tively the ordinary realms life. are free those 
not just for ourselves, but for others 
well. 
lot people assume that because monks are celi- 
bate, monastery some sort refuge for bitter, emo- 
emotional cripple misogynist and live this com- 
munity. First all, you have deal with the brothers 
the monastery daily basis this communal life.

Alexander Theroux novelist, former lecturer 
English Harvard University, and, currently, writer-in- 
residence Phillips Academy Andover, Massachu- 
setts.

The Trappists (technically, the Order Cis- 
tercians the Strict Observance) are among the strictest 
and starkest monastic orders; until relatively recently 
the monks were not allowed talk ever. When they 
had communicate, they used sign language. And even 
now the monks take vow stability, which means they 
will never leave the monastery grounds (unless needed 
elsewhere) until they die. Theroux stayed the monas- 
tery for two years, rising daily 3:15 a.m., sleeping 
hard mat, praying for eight hours day public and 
private, and working shepherd the fields, 
cook the kitchen, and canner the small jelly fac- 
tory.

its more than 1700 years existence, Christian 
monasticism has had its ups and downs, through periods 
spiritual severity and degenerate laxity. But all 
began, humbly enough, when St. Anthony, young 
man, took Matthew’s appeal literally after hearing read 
his church the Upper Egypt township Coma 
271 AD.

Birth- 
control pills became publicly available 
the early the intrauterine device 
went the market the mid 
1966 the Supreme Court belatedly re- 
pealed the nearly century-old Comstock 
Act, which prohibited contraceptive 
practice and the dissemination birth- 
control information through the mail; 
1972 the Court recognized that single 
women have the same rights contra- 
ception those who are married, and 
1973 legalized abortion, reversing 
series state-level prohibitions initiated 
the 1870s. The cervical cap has been 
distributed the for the past three 
years. 

Contemporary contraception devices 
and practices are rooted modern in- 
ventions, manufacturing, chemicals, sci- 
entific research, law, and the acceptance 
the medical establishment. All this 
might lead one conclude that contra- 
ception and non-procreative sex are prod- 
ucts the 20th century. But that would 
ethnocentric presumption, auto- 
matic equation so-called sinfulness 
with modernism. 

Women, and occasionally men, have 
exercised control over conception since 
the beginning recorded history. Con- 
traception began Egypt, moved 
Israel and Greece and Rome, smothered 
under Christianity but continued India 
and Islam and among several hundred tri- 
bal cultures. the West, contraception 
among upper-class European women 
not documented until the 17th century. 
Thereafter spread slowly through the 
middle class, first word mouth and 
then through genteel 19th-century mar- 
riage manuals. Many the same tech- 
niques reappear the course this 
often interrupted history. 

American anti-vice legislation the 
1870s, notably the Comstock Act, made 
sending contraceptive information and 
devices through the mail illegal. Apart 
from risky illegal abortions and the rela- 
tively unreliable coitus interruptus, 
women lacked access contraceptive in- 
formation until the long and strident 
campaigns Emma Goldman, Margaret 
Sanger, and many other well-organized 
feminists and social reformers brought 
contraception into the open the 1920s 
and That marks the beginning the 
modern contraceptive era, which has 
been distinguished the opening 
birth-control clinics and the acceleration 
contraceptive research. 

Contraception’s numerous genera- 
tions frequently made use the same 
principles operative today. Although 
magical ceremonies and seemingly inef- 
fective potions were also common, every 
contemporary contraceptive device has 
many historical parallels, from the dia- 
phragm the condom, pill, rhythm 
method, spermicides, abortion, and steri- 
lization. 

Until the 20th century, contraception 
was generally prescribed taught 
women, often specialists midwives; 
control over contraception enabled 
women continue the practice even 
when was prohibited. The female urge 
regulate conception contraception 
abortion deeply rooted throughout 
history; this will strong that laws are 
unable deter it. 

Prohibitions have had the effect either 
forcing contraception underground, 
where practiced and passed 
women, isolating women from each 
other and medicine and forcing them 
use potentially dangerous home-rem- 
edies.

early-20th-century America, legis- 
lation blocked distribution nearly all 
contraceptive devices and information. 
Anti-vice crusaders confiscated various 
Rubber Devices,” including 
diaphragms and condoms, but the latter 
were massively introduced the Amer- 
ican populace venereal-disease pre- 
ventive returning World War 
soldiers. the 1920s and surveys 
the first birth-control clinics indicated 
that most couples were indeed practicing 
birth control; but for lack other alter- 
natives, withdrawal and condoms were 
far the most common methods. After 
receiving medical advice most couples 
switched the diaphragm.

Coitus reservatus intercourse with- 
out male orgasm was used among few 
small religious utopian groups that ad- 
vocated frequent sexual Budd- 
hists believed that frequent sex would 
lengthen man’s life and increase his vi- 
tality and that semen, life-giving force, 
was best conserved. Coitus reservatus 
was also recommended number 
19th-century free-love advocates, re- 
formers, and utopians, including John 
Humphrey Noyes, founder the Oneida 
community New York State. 

Prior the mid-19th-century vulcan- 
ization rubber, condoms were sheaths 
fashioned out linen animal entrails. 
Japanese literature from the 10th cen- 
tury makes occasional reference the 
horn sheath. interesting variation 
the condom was five-inch okra-like 
seed pod with one end cut off; women 
the Latin American Djuka tribe inserted 
this device into their vagina before inter- 
course. 

The condom was employed far more 
often protection against venereal dis- 
ease than contraceptive agent. The 
16th-century anatomist Fallopius, who 
was immortalized his discovery Fal- 
lopian tubes, recommended the disease- 
preventive use linen sheath each time 
man had intercourse.

Anti-vice 
regularly confiscated condoms later the 
century, but widespread use began after 
World War The threat venereal dis- 
ease led large-scale distribution among 
the armed forces, and the men brought 
condoms home the family. Postwar de- 
velopment latex permitted cheaper and 
thinner condoms, and sales greatly in- 
creased. 

Historical mention other male con- 
traceptive techniques skimpy indeed. 
Among more than 100 known plant ma- 
terials used oral contraceptives, several 
were ingested both men and women.

Abortion 

*In Body, Right, 
Linda Gordon states, the argu- 
ments that antiabortionists have used 
justify the prohibition abortion and 
frighten women that abortion violates 
some age-old and God-given ‘natural’ 
law. One look history dissolves that il- 
lusion. Almost all preindustrial societies 
accepted abortion, the fetus being con- 
sidered part the mother the fruit 
part the tree till ripens and falls 
down.” 

George Devereux, author Abortion 
Primitive Society, observed that abor- 
tion was practiced 330 tribal cultures, 
and found only one society where 
abortion was not known. The motiva- 
tions were both personal and cultural, 
and they run parallel contemporary 
reasons: incest, adultery, rape, economic 
stress, fear enfeebled child, too 
many children already. 

Past methods abortion are striking- 
niques contemporary women resort 
when abortion either illegal beyond 
their economic reach.

Present tense: High anxiety over psychoneuroses 


sychiatrists are not uniformly 


beloved our society (the term 

“shrink” pejorative one). 
When patient recently discharged from 
mental institution commits act 
violence, the psychiatrists tend get the 
blame. Often someone visits psychia- 
trist several times and then quits because 
“nothing happened and look what 
was 

One reason for this situation that 
“mental often hard define; 
moreover, the symptoms overlap with 
those truly organic conditions. your 
throat sore and your temperature 103 
degrees and you have splitting head- 
ache, you naturally feel anxious. But 
what you are crowded elevator and 
you suddenly feel giddy? Your heart 
begins pound your chest; you feel 
you couldn’t get deep breath; you 
tush off the next floor and des- 
perately look for fresh air? Your lips and 
fingers feel numb; you feel nauseated and 
lightheaded. You wake and people are 
standing over you with obvious concern 
lying the floor. What could 
more Yet most realize 
that this the hyperventilation syn- 
drome usually found healthy young 
people whose main problem anxiety. 

example number one the sore 
throat your doctor confirms that you 
have strep throat virus, perhaps 
“mono” (infectious mononucleosis); you 
know wrong, and you get medi- 
cation for it. The hyperventilation busi- 
ness different. Your immediate anxiety 
eases when you find that you don’t have 
heart disease, some strange neuro- 
logical glandular disorder, but you 
have feeling having been put down. 
And the symptoms return, doctor 
may conclude you have some kind 
weakness nervous disorder. You resent 
this implication; you may deny it; 
certainly angry with the person who tells 
you this. You want prove the doctor 
wrong; often you elsewhere for 
second opinion, but the original diagnosis 
(with rare exceptions) proves correct.

normal the problem. Most 
know that psychiatric problems are 


much divided into two classes: the 


psychoses and the psychoneuroses. The 
psychoses are usually the severe mental 
disorders formerly characterized in- 
sanity. Such persons appear very 
much removed from the real world 
their thinking and their behavior. 
obvious example the senile patient who 
babbles incoherently and unable 
control urine stool and totally depen- 
dent others for care. Another type 
characterized delusions; these people 
may feel they possess great powers 
mind that transcend the ability others 
understand them, their delusion 
may involve morbid preoccupation with 
someone who persecuting them and 
may produce recurrent visual aural 
hallucinations. Still others may with- 
draw from reality the extent that they 
merely sit and stare the floor 
refusing food and drink and neglecting 
personal appearance and hygiene. 
Transient psychotic behavior can occur 
with drug ingestion, with withdrawal from 


alcohol (delirium tremens), and with high 


fevers. quite common see 
elderly patient become psychotic when 
running high fever; when aspirin 
taken and the fever breaks, the behavior 
returns normal. 

The neuroses are different. They are 
less disabling and cause less detachment 
from reality, and, course, they are ex- 
tremely common. Delusions usually are 
absent, and there seldom evidence 
thought disorder. There are many types 
neurotic behavior, but most them 
are characterized anxiety. (The 
German word for this angst and its 
sound seems convey better sense 
the feeling than does the English word.) 
Almost everyone will develop anxiety 
under sufficient stress with the right 
stimulus. George Washington brave 
and reasonable man became hypo- 


chondriac (which form anxiety

neurosis) whenever developed sore 
throat. (See Presidential Courage 
Moses and Cross, Norton, 1980.) 
Most can distinguish the mildly ab- 
normal behavior friend who be- 
comes distraught over simple, per- 
sistent cold from the actions the person 
whose daily concern and 
interest revolves around certain 
symptoms conditions, such mild 
obesity, excess hair the face, bowel 
movements, chronic fatigue, headaches, 
insomnia, chest pains, commonly, 
inability concentrate. 

Anxiety becomes significant when 
both excessive and inappropriate. 
neurotic phobia (from phobos, the Greek 
word for one example. Years 
ago knew eccentric old lady, 
recluse, who would not allow enter 
her home any room unless wore 
gloves and wiped off each doorknob 
with cloth. (Interestingly, the furniture 
and shelves were always heavily covered 
with dust.) She simply had phobia 
about germs doorknobs. Ultimately 
she developed cancer, refused surgery, 
and dealt most courageously with her 
terminal illness losing her phobia the 
process.

For example, (rare) 
functioning tumor the adrenal gland 
can put out surges adrenalin and cause 
all the symptoms anxiety. know 
lady who, for many years, was almost 
incapacitated what seemed 
purely neurotic behavior: any time she 
saw either egg lighted match, she 
would immediately pass into trance-like 
state, make smacking noises with lips, 
then wake two three minutes and 
have idea where she was. turned out 
that she had form petit mal epilepsy 
confirmed her brain-wave test 
which now well controlled 
anticonvulsive medications. Another 
problem for doctor evaluating someone 
with obvious neurosis the possibility 
that the anxiety merely masking 
underlying depression. The treatment for 
the underlying depression usually 
entirely different; some medications used 
relieve anxiety will actually aggravate 
depression especially the minor 
tranquilizers, such Valium, Librium, 
Miltown, Tranxere. 


What about the treatment anxiety 
neurosis? there underlying 
depression, then simple and repeated 
reassurance seems tide most people 
over. Some must seek further aid 
psychotherapy, either with psychia- 
trist psychologist, group 
therapy. More recently the benefits 
vigorous physical exercise appear have 
been acknowledged. Frankly, 
experience, most the anxiety-ridden 
patients years ago seem have 
gotten better all themselves with the 
simple passage time.

Why Westerns are riding 
off into the sunset

here are cowboys everywhere these days, but their 


Stetsons are devoid character the house 

Dallas. Dallas the only Western that contem- 
porary America eager watch, and yet how little taste 
for atmosphere has. never offers real Texas, old 
new; settles for the sanitized luxury furniture 
commercial and the furtive envy one detects band 
faded actors and ambitious models trying out- 
maneuver one another audition. Larry Hagman 
cubist assembly demented facets: spoiled baby, mean- 
eyed self-pitying bastard, whining liar, asex- 
ual lecher, well-dressed careerist, and plump kid 
white now and then sports the hat 
the house, crisp and unused his soul, show the 
storytelling untouched cynicism. 

Such are occasioned the Institute 
Contemporary current series Western heroes, 
pictures embracing William Clint Eastwood, 
Tom Mix and Henry Fonda, Gary Cooper and Alan 
Ladd, John Wayne and James you think 
those stars Western, you envision idiosyncratic 
and rather their illustrious heads. 
William Hart had furrowed ten-galloner, long his 
lugubrious face. Tom Mix went for snappy 
with flourish the brim. was the first rhinestone 
cowboy, cheerful carpetbagger next authentic 
Westerner Clint Eastwood bought 


sombrero before went Europe for his 
spaghetti Westerns, and still had around for 


Plains Drifter (1973; shown the ICA May and 24). 
Those very used, encrusted hats enhance the characters 
wearing them. James Stewart wore scoop-brimmed hat, 
stained and knocked about, and wore back his 


five Westerns for Anthony Mann. 


Silent-screen cowpokes needed the excitement stunt 
riding and open space. William Hart may have 


the special ambivalence the good-bad man 


the Western, but was leaden actor who sacrificed 
melodrama. said had been real 
cowboy, and his solemn gaze dared the viewer smile. 
believed his own legend, that only proves how 


necessary sincerity was the distortions the genre. 
Chase scenes, puffs gunsmoke, idiotic virtue and 
meanness became ritual tokens hectic moviemaking 
aimed largely children and hick audiences. Westerns 
flourished 65-minute program-fillers serials, with 
stars like Tim McCoy, Buck Jones, Bill Boyd, Ken May- 
nard, and Bob Steele. They were made Republic, 
RKO, Universal, Monogram, and lesser outposts. 
how John Wayne spent the singing saddle-tramp 
sometimes, but more often simple-minded, tight-lipped 
righter wrongs, the sort buckskin rowdy introduced 
swaggering close-up movie like John Ford’s 
Stagecoach (1939). 

Stagecoach has lot second-unit footage from 
Monument Valley, but for much the journey its coach 
rockers front the rear-projection screen. The 
picture was cunning the Maupassant story that in- 
spired it: confined space jammed with sharp characters, 
menaced savages. Producer Walter Wanger and writer 
Dudley Nichols worked tongue-in-cheek, and Ford eas- 
ily handled the stylized tribute pipe-dream values.

The Western came into its own 
dominant American genre, made out 
belief and commitment, the years from 
about 1946 the mid (until Bonnie 
and Clyde, which ties the Western and 
the gangster picture together and hurls 
them into the anger and outrage the 
‘60s). Yet it’s not easy explain its pre- 
eminence during those years. Duel the 
Sun (1946) and Red River (1948) may 
have set box-office trends, but they were 
dissimilar Darling Clementine 
(1946; shown May and and The 
Gunfighter (1950; shown May and 10), 
the first blithely optimistic vision 
Wyatt Earp and the O.K. Corral, the 
latter unrelieved study the in- 
evitable destruction the hired gunman. 
Clementine looks like film noir, but 
feels cozy, secure its world stalwart 
lawmen who will risk life and limb 
safeguard the young communities the 
West. The darkness The Gunfighter, 
the other hand, the aura betrayal. 
The central character (very well played 
Gregory Peck) has sold his expertise 
needy society, and now, middle age, 
without home attachment, facing 
the likelihood that any saloon may 
meet kid who will try make name 
toppling the champion. Within the 
film there lurks rueful commentary 
how violence confuses America’s sense 
civic duty and masculinity. That the 
scheme High Noon (1950), about 
Sheriff too fine for his town, but too 
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afraid cowardice avoid the show- 
down with three outlaws. Carl Foreman, 
who wrote that picture, saw 
allegory McCarthyism, but serves 
neurotic subservience the idea 
courage and ordeal fire. 

The new seriousness the post-war 
Western less insight into 19th-cen- 
tury history than into Cold War alarm. 
was 1953 that Robert Warshow wrote 
“The Westerner,” his celebrated essay 
the genre, arguing that the Western hero 
was acultural representative America’s 
regret over its own history. 
reasonable interpretation for the great 
Westerns Anthony Mann, but their 
faith decisive moral action may mean 
little less those who not understand 
the resolve man like John Foster 
Dulles.

John Ford had filled the late ‘40s with 
the complacent militarism cavalry pic- 
tures sub-genre going back Raoul 


They Died With Their Boots 
(1941). Fort Apache (1948), She Wore 
Yellow Ribbon (1949), and Rio Grande 
(1950), Ford pondered over the make-up 
the ideal officer and doted 
silhouetted lines horsemen. But 
slaughtered Indians without hesitation. 
They were extras, other people, un- 
questioned savages, the appointed 
enemies race and nation whose un- 
certain selfhood seemed demand some 
massive, unspecified threat. Still, the 
‘50s, stars sometimes played 
Jeff Chandler Cochise, 
Burt Lancaster Apache (1954), and 
Rod Steiger Irish-Confederate who 
marries into the Comanches Samuel 
racially provocative Run the 
Arrow (1957). 

was step toward reform and 
tolerance, but may also have been 
response America’s uneasy sense its 
black population. Regret for the Indian 
was still years away, but the mid 
the test cases civil rights were be- 
ing fought. the most recent Film 
Quarterly, Brian Henderson examines 
John Ford’s The Searchers (1956) the 
light that process and presents 
classic struggle between racial intran- 
sigence and the new pressures changing 
the South. 

The Searchers has many strands, not 
the least the willful and magnificent 
loneliness its man action 
who has never conceded inch, never 
said was sorry, and never given 
cause.

film becomes unhindered poetry when 
Wayne’s character restores the white girl 
who has lived with Indians her family, 
after years search, and then totters out 
into the empty landscape, stripped 
purpose and human relationships.

The 
convenient absence children goes 
along with the Max Factorized glow 
Natalie’s features. But, grudgingly, The 
Searchers condones racial mix. Ten years 
later, Ford made Cheyenne Autumn 
(1964), sentimental recognition what 
America had been made see was 
genocide. But film has yet starred 
Native American, shown races living 
easily together. The Searchers turns away 
from the future civil rights, just 
Wayne leaves the household. And yet its 
director knows that may never again 
possible make film about the old op- 
position cavalry and obliging hostiles. 
The game over. 

Wayne was more than Ford’s alter-ego. 
became the epitome revered 
toughness (or true grit its veteran, self- 
admiring stage). made film his 
own, The (1960), that hymn 
Republicanism. Wayne could bashful, 
tender, and watchful, Rio 
Bravo. But toughness itself preoccupied 
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the ‘50s Western; the pictures 
Budd Boetticher and Randoph Scott, 
became the only sane response iniqui- 
ty. Ride Lonesome (1959) and Comanche 
Station (1960) are grim parables action, 
treachery, and malice. Boetticher made 
the West arena which the human 
beast expected quarter. His are films 
pruned adornment, deserts double- 
cross and revenge, prophecies world 
nearing its end, with survival the last 
imperative. 

Then, the early conviction 
ebbed. The realization the injury done 
Native Americans helped account for 
this. But the six-gun flourish seemed all 
assassinations, especially 
station killing Oswald, where many 
bystanders were frozen under their cow- 
boy hats. During the Vietnam War 
became academic orthodoxy that 
American imperialist postures could 
traced Western scenarios. All the more 
reason for the enlightened draw back 
from the stale form. The mass audience 
stayed home with the series 
Gunsmoke, Bonanza, Rawhide, Wagon 
Train, and but those programs 
taught how limited were the variations 
available the Western. 

was too timid lazy tease its 
cowboy shows, but the movie audience 
was disgruntled. Glenn Ford film, The 
Sheepman (1958), did surprisingly well 
mixing slapstick and routine Western 
action. Even Rio Bravo says, “Look, this 
really film about friends and lovers, 
the young and the old, who are all play- 
ing charming game which they wear 
cowboy few years later, one 
those TV-Western stars, Clint Eastwood, 
lent himself European pastiches the 
American form. The Western had gone 
camp, Sergio Leone played the old 
showdown ketchup-bottle slow mo- 
tion. 

The romanticism the old Western 
has never been harder sustain. 
what can say about Sam Peckin- 
pah, inexplicable omission from 
the ICA series? Whereas Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid (1969) was self- 
congratulatory mocking the forsaken 
mythology, The Wild Bunch went 
straight the heart the chaos the 
West and redeemed it. Peckinpah 
has passionate eye for the terrible beau- 
the ragged, bloody frontier, and 
adores the eccentrics who prowl there. 
His lust for extremism deeply romantic, 
yet his films are full despair over how 
the wildness has been extinguished; they 
are radically scornful civilization. 
loathes the way the West has been re- 
duced dude ranch, the way Strother 
Martin’s shock filthy hair could 
crushed Stetson. Better still, 
has kicked the genre deep into the 20th 
century: Bring the Head Alfredo 
Garcia (1974) rare example the 
Western, alive and vivid modern 
setting. 

But one else risks the Western. 
Gate only the largest disaster 
prove the archaicism the genre. 
Missouri Breaks was brilliant, original 
film, with great stars and witty hat jokes, 
but one wanted see it. McCabe and 
Mrs. Miller (1971) had creative un- 
tidiness that showed Robert Altman his 
best. explored relationship between 
township and wilderness intriguing 
its analysis trampling the 
old dream. But the same Buf- 
falo Bill and the Indians (1976) fumbled 
its chance mark the Bicentennial with 
expose Western giants dithering 
fakes. 

the Western ever returns, will 
changed genre. Its subjects will 
business and politics, the O.K. Corral 
reassessed the origin empire 
something like cross between Giant and 
Chinatown. Meanwhile, catch 
glimpses the old myth modern pic- 
tures: The Shining haunted the 
memory pioneer families who ate each 
other; and Apocalypse Now the strut- 
ting Robert Duvall keeps his cavalry hat 
on. Moreover, Duvall still regarded 
with ambivalence that film sacred 
monster, part Wayne, part Calley, part

terrible and shameful, and nothing makes 
think that more than the resounding 
lies told the name the Western.

Lost the blackboard jungle 


David Owen regresses the twelfth grade

avid Owen has gone back High 
School (Viking, $12.95). has 

lived out fantasy, perhaps the 
fantasy our early 20s; those 
years again, now worldly-wise instead 
naive. know I’ve thought about it. 
distant but charming, more Jean-Paul 
Belmondo than James Dean, and certainly 
not the Don Knotts clone who was cowed 
everyone from cafeteria monitors 
leonine Bert Lahr put it, who put the ape 
apricot.” 

While dreamt, David Owen acted. 
Setting his own personal Wayback 
Machine for world he’d left seven years 
before, dropped senior transfer 
student Bingham High and went about 
realizing his fantasy with thorough- 
ness Fantasy Island’s Mr. Rourke would 
envy. was aided modest disguise 
(aviator glasses, T-shirts, and jeans), 
doctored transcript, literary agent play- 
ing and the cooperation 
typically unsuspecting and dim-witted 
guidance counselor. 

Owen’s inspiration had more 
with journalistic plums than sour grapes. 
The commercial appeal the timeless 
fantasy came him, told me, while 
was leafing through his high-school 


diaries. was garbage, all about feel- 


ings, but very School days were 
halcyon days for young David. was 
genuine BMOC elite Kansas City 
private school: sports 
captain, student-government type, social 
butterfly. Nor have the following years 
been exactly lean ones. There was 
literary apprenticeship Harvard Lam- 
poon editor; now there’s successful 
freelancing career New York. 

Owen disclose the real name 
the school selected for his so- 
journ ‘average’ American high 
but admitted that he’d looked over 
least half dozen prospects three 
states, searching for institution “far 
enough from the city not com- 
muter suburb, but large enough 
Bingham, indus- 
trial burgh, two-hour train ride from 
New York, Owen found the golden mean 
was looking for. There were 
“to the extent that such statistics are 
meaningful, BHS typical American 
school.” 

Typical, High School, not 
shocking, but amusing, familiar, and 
frequently distressing. Roles are still 
clearly defined the rigidly stratified 
society. Boys don’t cross their legs, girls 
don’t willingly take gym. Greasers still 
hang out the steps, mooching butts. 
Cheerleaders still preen and fuss. The 
girls talk boys and clothes. The boys 
speak sports and cars.

Between periods off town for 
junk food the bathroom for blasts from 
makeshift Bic Bong. Drugs aren’t big 
humor. Everyone has story about neo- 
phyte souse who ‘ralphed’ someone’s 
car, clothes, date. Aging rock stars are 
still the icons, and going shit-faced 

Owen never crossed the tense but 
respectful boundary the totally sep- 
arate black subculture. Most the rather 
flaccid student body did encounter had 
more common with Wally than with 
Eldridge Cleaver. 

Looking over and rarely overlooking 
the least aggressive act this passive 
crew was less than benevolent loco 
parentis network teachers and admin- 
istrators. The repressive air that sur- 
rounds those years, captured 
memorably Frederick film 
High School, hangs like smog over 
Bingham. But despite the hall 
the dress stultifying 
harangues, and sundry other degrada- 
tions, the kids seem function, not 
thrive. They have even, for the most part, 
succumbed that dread disease the 
moronic: “school spirit.”

This masterfully 
shot and edited film presents cross- 
cultural odyssey nearly rich and 
strange Marco Polo’s.

past, carrying profuse cargoes nets and 
tools and silvery fish. the countryside, 
rice paddies stretch before neat 
sections, like many glistening 
provinces map, and the people who 
work these paddies and the grain fields 
beyond them wear short, baggy cotton 
pants and conical hats; they conjure 
Pearl Buck vision Chinese peasantry. 
Nothing our land resembles the vistas 
glimpse theirs. don’t have these 
odd, sprawling trees that look though 
someone had thrown green blanket over 
family giraffes; don’t have the 
tropical-seeming vines that wind among 
wheat fields; don’t have pagodas, 
stubby mountains rising rudely the 
midst villages. From Mao Mozart 
sometimes ordinary travelogue, and 
one forgives it, easily. 

Into this fragrant, delicate world 
trundles the rubicund Mr. Stern, stout 
and spirited bear man whose bulging 
eyes and lusty grin seem more vibrant 
than anything the faces around him. 
figure unrestrained appetite and ego, 
he’s like something out Rabelais, 


like Orson Welles playing Falstaff. The 


producer and director, Murray Lerner, 
always knows when focus him and 
when turn back toward the Chinese, 
but the end, can find nothing 
vivid Stern’s face and nothing 
Touring from Peking Shanghai with 
the splendid American pianist David 
Golub, Stern gives concerts, attends 
receptions, and visits Chinese gyms and 
theaters.

Now, the wake 
that upheaval, China once again longs 
for Mozart, Beethoven, and 
Tchaikovsky, but something has been 
lost. Stern notes that Chinese children 
eight nine play the music with great 
feeling but that the older kids, the one 
whose musical education was inter- 
rupted, lack understanding: they are not 
making music but merely playing notes. 
though the missionaries had 
returned find that the sect 
established had reverted heathenism.

Raymond and Ellen. beautiful, 
bright, and artistic.

Fleur herself, 
surrounded motiveless malignity, 
unflappable they come. Entering her 
new weekend cottage find lip- 
stick-stained glasses, she thinks, 
cidedly overdone from the point view 
scenic production,” and sets about 
clearing things up.

And 
then she goes nuts, leaving him not only 
with the failure his own performing 
career, but the failure ten-year 
teaching career well. Helen too 
bonkers know her own name. And 
Markus says, with perfect irony, 
did Helen know the time bomb 
middle-age that had left Praetorius with 
tatters his 

There are clues that this book highly 
autobiographical. Markus, like American 
Rose, writer. Markus, like Rose, was 
born Jersey City. poem the book, 
written Rose’s sister, attributed 
the acknowledgments sister. 
Perhaps this why the style des- 
criptive rather than interpretive all 
those beautiful gems strung one after 
another. Written the first person, the 
book gives the sense that Rose/Markus 
talking out her life, discovering she 
goes along. But her eight paragraphs 
page, turning history into beautiful style, 
leave with the pervasive feeling that 
life continual rehashing the past, 
that our inherent sense 
illusion. 

And here the book deeply moving: 
about middle-aged, successful, 
talented woman who still wants some- 
thing more and doesn’t know what 
is. moving because she’s been reared 
parents who also tragically wanted 
without being able get, all their lives.

seems purely impersonal strokes 
destiny. And finally, it’s moving because 
Rose/Markus can stand above all this and 
hope. 

The book closes with American Rose 
writing brief autobiography for her new 
psychiatrist:

All that guilt. heart 
shackles. 

things. People read what have 
say. good professional. The 
the world. 

not enough. want know 
myself. myself. stand for 
myself.

Continued from page 
worth dollar ain’t worth 
then his voice whinnies high and 
screechy dime.’’ Anderson call- 
ing down lot ghosts with that line:

throughout most the music’s history. 
not sure from those words whether 
Anderson would call himself old-deal

John Anderson begins where “Low 
Dog and Hard 
ends: doesn’t just ignore the C&W 
boom, undermines its nouveau riche 
optimism. roomful revelers and 
high-rollers, Anderson whispering, and 
this may one the few times pop 
history after disco, after punk, after 


Barbara Mandrell that can 
seem rebellious. Anderson has made 
record that’s even simpler than the first. 
The pop trappings his debut, bursts 
strings and swooping choruses, were in- 
frequent; here, they are exile. Designed 
small scale, John Anderson was 
built with the grain each instrument 
mind, Anderson had considered how 
the songs might feel you could run 
your hand over them beveled, their 
ripples and knots and specks playing off 
one another.

question, here. Most careers can 

pursued tiny organizations 
and vast corporations alike. And though 
nobody chooses job the basis the 
size the company, size does affect fac- 
tors that usually weigh pretty heavily 
job choice: how much given position 
pays and what the atmosphere and the 
work itself will like. it’s certainly 
something keep mind when 
deciding where concentrate your pros- 
pecting. 

How large big? How small, little? 
Unfortunately, there are standard def- 
initions; everyone who has contribu- 
tion our subject puts the dividing line 
different place else fails specify 
dividing line all. subjectively satis- 
fying definition that company where 
you know everyone (perhaps peo- 
ple?) small, and company where 
never even seen everyone few 
hundred) large, leaving middle 
ground places where everyone may 
look sort familiar. 

This classification just happens 
complement certain statistics about job- 
opening patterns. get them, for 
few moments kindly make the ludicrous 
assumption that the average 
Massachusetts worker. The statistics will 
then imply that any preference you may 
have for working particular size com- 
pany affect your chances getting 
job, because small companies hire about 
many people large companies do. 
least, according the most recent state 
Division Employment Security Job 
Openings Survey Massachusetts, 
which based numbers gathered 
mid-1979, percent the job open- 
ings available then were establish- 
ments with from one employees, 
and another percent were organiza- 
tions with 100 more employees, leav- 
ing percent the middle, places 
with employees. Even the ex- 
tremes the spectrum tiny establish- 
ments, with from one three employ- 
ees; and jumbo ones, with 1000 more 
the number job openings was simi- 
lar, with each these categories ac- 
counting for percent the openings.

Outlook Handbook, the Bureau

chant-marine officers, “wages are high- 
est large among public-rela- 
tions workers, “the salaries experi- 
enced workers generally are highest 
large organizations with extensive public- 
relations among lawyers, and 
cooks and chefs, and air-taxi pilots 
well, you get the idea. 

Pertinent local numbers are available 
the August, 1980, Area Wage Survey for 
the Boston metropolis, also the Bur- 
eau Labor Statistics. Unfortunately, 
this volume contrasts only pay 
establishments (having 500 more em- 
ployees) with pay establishments

eorge and Charles Merriam never 
planned publish educational 

materials when they founded their 
company 150 years ago. They sold wide 
variety books their store 
Springfield, Massachusetts. But 1843, 
the Merriams acquired the rights Noah 
Merriam Company still publishes dic- 
tionaries under the Webster name. The 
company still headquartered Spring- 
field, building that seems suited for 
the pursuit lexicography. 
The chandeliers, high ceilings, and oil 
portraits the Merriams the first 
floor the building make headquarters 
seem less like workplace than like 
home for the men and women who pub- 
lish Collegiate Dictionary, one 
America’s most popular; and Web- 
New International Dictionary, 
probably America’s most comprehensive. 

Confusion reigns regarding the Web- 
ster name. Although the Mer- 
riam Company acquired exclusive rights 
Noah dictionary, didn’t 
corner his surname. Before the turn the 
century, the courts ruled that 
was the public domain, and hence 
several companies use the name their 
dictionaries’ titles. 

Frederick Mish, editorial director, 
says Merriam-Webster now accepts 
the situation with equanimity. get 
about 2500 letters year commenting 
dictionaries other than ours. The trouble 
that difficult prove that these 
other companies hurt us. sell mil- 
lion copies 

Mish, 43, charge the dozen 
editors who compile Merriam-Web- 
ster dictionaries. looks like business 
executive rather than like the bookworm 
you might expect.

visions since 1898. Merriam-Webster also 
publishes crossword dictionaries, ele- 
mentary-school dictionaries, and special- 
subject dictionaries, different 
schedules. 

How the dictionary-makers mon- 
itor the changing nature the lan- 
guage? It’s simple they read. The edi- 
tors spend portion their day reading 
everything from scholarly journals 
sports, hobbyists’, and popular mag- 
azines. They read newspapers, annual re- 
ports, and memoranda. They read for 
new words and for new uses, styles, and 
spellings older words. Each time new 
three-by-five slip paper called 
Ninety years filing away ci- 
tations has resulted collection more 
than million slips paper, which 
makes the Merriam-Webster word col- 
lection the largest its kind one place. 

preparing publish dictionary, 
the editors take copy the most recent 
edition and compare the citation file. 
For each word, they sort the citations ac- 
cording meanings the word already 
published. all new citations fit already 
established meanings fine, the 
next word. But any are left over, these 
citations represent possible new mean- 
ings that must considered for the new 
edition. Say there are citations unac- 
counted for. Seven fit one meaning; the 
other three fit three different meanings. 
The meaning with seven citations will 
probably included, and the other three 
will left for consideration next time 
around. firm rule the num- 
ber citations required get new 
meaning included. 

The editors write definitions, consider 
spellings, demonstrate with quotations 
the use words, and send their lists 
the etymology editor, who traces word 
origins. then passes along the mater- 
ial the pronunciation editor, who main- 
tains citational file pronunciations 
heard radio and television. Generally, 
the pronunciation editor cites well- 
known people, because it’s easier check 
the backgrounds the famous, and 


hence make allowances for the influ- 
ence regional dialects their speech. 

Next, the material goes the cross-ref- 
erence editor, who responsible for mak- 
ing sure the dictionary self-contained. 
That is, checks that every word used 
definition is, fact, defined some- 
where else the dictionary. 


this point, the editors still have 
proofread galleys and decide illustra- 
tions. The artwork dictionary 
just make the pages look nicer.

Yet individual taste factor 
well: first critical thing 
understand what you enjoy do- 
ing. easier said than done.
